THE SOUTHERN STATES. 
A NEW DEPARTURE. 
Svecial Disnatch to [he Chicace Tribune. 

Memrnis, Tenn, July 20.—Prospects within 
the radius of the Memphis Department, com- 
prising West Tennessee, North Mississippi, 
North Alabama, and Arkansas, bave not been as 
favorable since 1861, as ia shown in the moothly 
report of the Cotton Exchange, issued June 29, 
and in correspondence and country exchanges 
received since that date, these reports being so 
univereally favorable, and deeming crops of all 
kinds safe from any possible damage by rain or 
drought. The Cotton Exchange did not issue 


calig for July reports, and will not issue an 
aggregate report for the presont month, so that 
no authentic statistics of the condition of the 
crops at the present time are at hand. The fol- 
lowing sgzregate answers to questions bearing 
upon the condition of th erops at that time are 
contained in the Oottoa Exonange report for 
June: 
0 COTTON. 

Present condition of crop—Recsived 145 ro- 
sponses, of which 81 were very good, 33 good, 
and 8 moderate. One handrei aod thirty- 
eight reported free from grass and weed and 
well culuvated. 16 1-5 that squares are forming 
freely, sod 12 blooms dating from the 
18th to the 22d of June. Cool nights were com- 
plaised of iu very few instances, but their effects 
upon the cotton crop have been counteracted by 
the subseqaent favorabie seasons, and it may 
be said up to the present time since the cotton 
was planted, no weather has prevailed to ma- 
teriaily retard its growth. Amount in acreage 
planted about one-third in excess of last year. 

OTHER CROPS. 

Up to the present time, information received 
from private soufces (and your correspondent 
has daily access to communications on sub- 
ject) of the crops from all parts of the country 

to the effect that crops of all kinds have etead- 
ily prospered since the farmers began work. Of 
the wheat crop, the June reportof the Cotton 
Exchange alse gave the most flattering account, 
both as to condition and increased acreage sown, 
and intelligence received since contiaues in the 
same tone, except that in some few localities re- 
cent rain-storms have prevailed, and caught 
many harvesters in che act of harvesting their 
wheat, which did considerable damage, but in 
the aggregate of wheat raised in this depart- 
ment, compared with otner seasons, this will not 
be materia ly felt, other than above stated. The 
yield of wheat in the Memphis department is 
more abuudant ever before, and is all 
now harvested and safe from any possibility of 
damage from any source. 

The corn crop, of which there was an in- 
creased acreage planted, it is claimed to be

THE ROLLING REGION EAST OF THE BIG BLUE. 


In this section, grasshoppers hatohed out in 
patches, and here and there. Otoe County suf- 
fers considerably. Nevertheless, from the mid- 
die of the county to the western border, the 
farmers will reap, and are reaping, an average 
crop. Saunders County is in the second tier of 
counties west of the Missouri, and is in a great 
bend of the Platte River. A gentleman who has 
farmed in the State many years reports that he 
bas traveled through eleven precincts of this 
county, and he finds thet oats have been damaged 
2 per cent, and wheat and corn 5 per cent. 
Another ccrrespondent, writing of that portion 
of the county which adjoins Lancaster County, 
gays that in his district there will be more than a 
full average crop of all cereals. The senson has 
been most favorable; aud, if there had been no 
grasshoppers, the yield would have been 40 to 50 
per cent more then an ordinary crop. Farmers, 
says this correspondent, are in good spirits, 
aod they ali feel like saying that A bird never 
flew over a finer country than Nebraska.” In 

County. with occasional losses, the 
harvest will be a fair one. Though che spring 
was late, the seed was put into the ground un- 
der favorable auspices, and, duriog the season, 
the rains have been bountiful and feeding to the 
grain. The barley harvest commenced with the 
month of July,—the otber smal! grains following 
in succession. Corn stands well, and it is likeiy 
that the yield will be more than an average. In 
some parts of Lancaster County, and chiefly on 
the banks of streams, grasshoppers hatched out 
in the spring. They took a field, or part of a 
field, in spote ; bus they did little comparative 
mischief, and appeared to feed largely on the 
prairie-weeds, until they got wings, when they 
joined the crowd flying northwest, and disap- 
peared. There has been no second deposit of 
eggs, and hence there sre no fears for the fu- 
ture, At Bennett, in the southeastern section of 
Lancaster, the position was about at the worst, 
and a correspondent there resident estimates the 
damages to wheat and corn at 5 per cont, aud 
to oate and bariey at 1 to 2 perce.t. This cor- 
respondent considers his estimate a large one; 
says there are more poor crops from bad farm- 
ing than grassboppers, and that fall-plowing de- 
stroyed the éggs. From Beatrice, in Gage 
County, a correspondent writes that the g:ass- 
hoppers all disappeared by the 20th of June, 
aod that the alternate rains aod sunshine of the 
season had been most beneficial to the crops. 
Though there had been some losses, vet the 
county would return a good yield, and fall wheat 
has already been harvested. Two correspond- 
ents describe the condition in Saline County, 
which has the Big Blue on its eastern border. 
One, writing from Wilber, says that, in

county. The second correspondent, writing from 
Crete, estimates the da etocrope at from 42 
to 8 per cept. Seward aud Butler Counties are 
watered by the Big Biue. A correspupdent in 
Butler, writing a fortnight ago, estimated the 
apparent losses there at 10 per cent; but later 
and more exact reports uce the amount of 
damage to 5 per cevt,—resulting from the favor- 
able seasop,—fuily an average crop of small 
grains, and more than an average crop of corn. 
In Seward, a ent who bas made care- 
tu inquiry that the corn is not injured 
above 1 per cent, wheat 5, oats 3, aud bariey 
still lees, The farmers are all in good spirits, 
the outiook being all they could expect. 
DIVIDES AND VALLEYS WEST OF THE BIG BLUE. 
In this region, the oppers of last year 
left but few eggs. aud it has been & rare event 
to hear of any youug being developed. Still, 
the flying swarms did some damage. As these 
were passing over the State northwest, an un- 
favorable change of wind would result in a flock 
alighting, now in thie place and now in tha; 
out they got tp and left just as soon asa the 
wind biew from the right quarter. Two corre- 
ta in Filimore County—one resident at 
xeter and the other at Fairmont—describe the 
condition in that county. For 10 or 15 miles 
round Exeter, the damage does not exceed 2 per 
cent; about Fairmont, it does not reach 1 per 
cent. From York County, a correspondent, 
from personal examination, feports losses at 3 
per cent, which is more than compen- 
sated by the abundant yield; In Clay, Adams, 
and Hamilton Counties, dents place the 
to wheat at 2 per deut, barley 4, rye 5, 
oats A to 4, and corn not inj@red. Another cor- 
respondent, reporting from Kearney Ciev. states 
that he has been on a proeppating tour through 
Buffalo, Dawson, Phelps, Harlan, Franklin, 
Webster, aod Kearney Counties, aod has not 
seen or heard of any grasshopper-depredations 
worth namieg. Splendid rams have fallen over 
all this portion of the State, aud crops of ali 
kinds are the best he bas seen during a long 
Nebraskian experience. If the harvest be per- 
fected in accordance with the promise on the 
eve of the ingatgering, the crop will be magnifi- 
cent. Perbape, it should be added, this last 
correspondent may be inclined to optimism ; but 
it is certain that the drawbacks in this Western 
region are few, aod not weighty. 
GENERAL CROPS OF THE STATE 
This letter has been confined to Nebraska 
south of the Platte River. As to the North

AGRICUL TURAL DEPARTMENT REPORTS 

Wasutneton, D. C., July 2.—The July re- 
turne to the Department of Agriculture show 
that the acreage in corn w bout 8 per cent 
greater than last year. New England has re- 
duced her acreage about 113¢ per cent, and the 
Pacific States about 1 per cent. All the great 
corn- growing regions have increased their acre- 
age, the Middle States 2 — cent, the South At- 
lantic States 3, the Gulf States 10, mland Sonth- 
ern States 12, States north of the Onio 7. States 
west of the Mississippi 14. The condition of the 
crop is below the average in the New England, 
Midaie, and South Atlantic States, the mini- 
mum ‘condition, 82, being in Rhode Island. 
Fiorida and Alabama are also below the average, 
but the other Gulf States and inland Southern 
States are above, the maximum, 112, being in 
Mississippi, All other States, exespt Missouri, 
103, are below the average, minimum condition, 
82, being in Wisconsin.

Judge Blodgett Settles a Polt as to 
When Vessel-Freight Becomes 


Awarded for Failure to Wait 


WHEN vrssrt- TTT fh PAYABLE. 

Several important decisions were rendered by 
Judge Blodgett yesterday morning, the most im- 
portant. perhaps, id 4 legul polit of view, being 
that of John Kilderhouse, owner of the schoon- 
er Queen City, ve. Miner T. Ames & Co., coal 
merchants of this city. This case was a libel to 
recover freight on 1,016 tons of coal brought to 
thie eity by water in complainant's sehoouer. 
The contract between the parties was for coal 
to be delivered here for @1 ton, 
free of handling, affirming the usual 
bills of lading. The schooner Queen City 
brought a load here last November, arriving on 
the 27th. Ibe master ef the vessel, when he 
had moored bis bout at the defendants’ dock, de- 
manded the amount of freight. Ames & Co., 
however, refused to pay — ip agg — 
to pay 6300 on account, an 0 ance when 
thé cargo was discharged. This was refused, 
and, subsequently, suit was brought for the 
whole amount. iner T. Ames & Co. filed an 
answer denying. that the freight was due 
when the master demanded it, and insist- 
ing that i could not be claimed until 
the cargo was uploaded. They also pleaded tnat 
there was 4 custom herd” on the part of shippers 
and consignees of coal generally that the con- 
signee, on the arrival of a cargo of coal, should 
only pay a part of the freight before the coal is 
un ogded, and the rémainder at terwatrd. 

Ert otions were taken to the part of the an- 
ewer referr to a custom, and the matter re- 
ferred to J. O. Richberg, who sustained them. 
The case was then brought to Judge Blodgett 
on exceptions to the Referée’sreport. TheJu 
after rehearsing tbe evidence, said that a car- 
rier of bad a lien on goods in his hands, 
aud might retain them until his freight was 
paid, and, was entitled to his freight 
when the contract was completed. In 
the present case the contract was for delivery 
„free of handling,” meaning that, when the 
scbooner had broaght tha cargo to defendants’ 
dock where it was to be unloaded, the master 
was entitled to his money and n not wait 
until the consignee took the coal Sway, a6 in 
that case he would run the risk of losing his 
lia. He hada right to retain possession until 
he was paid. The allegation as to a custom 
could not therefore be admitted to change the 
explicit terms of the contract, and the excep- 
tions to the answer would be Sustained anda 
decres be entered for the whole amount, $1,016, 
in favor of the libellant, the owner of the 


schooner. 
WHAT Is A DEDICATION ? 

In the case of Robert F. Tausey va. Richard 
P. 1 and others, the question was raised 
as to what sacte aod ons amount to a 
dedication of land, and dacided by Judge Blogett 
yosterdsy tiorbing. The bill was filed by Tan- 
sey, who claimed that he was entitled to one 

uarter interest in a strip of land 50 feet wide, 

ong each side of the right of way where the 
Chicago & Aiton Railroad bas its depot in the 
Town of Dwight, in Livingston County, and 
asked that his interest might be set 
off to him, or the land sold and 
his portion paid over. It seems that 
in 1:6) the Chicago & Mississippi Railroad Oom- 
pany was engaged in building a road from Chiea- 
go to Alton. Morgan, Lathrop & Spencer, three of 
the defendants, were the engineers who laid out 
the road, and to a certain extent determined its 
route. They took advantage of this little cir- 
cumstance, and very opportupely bought a 
querte:{: es tion just where tue road was after- 
wards ran. It was origmaliy inveuded that the 
site of the depot for a town should be laid out 
in the centre of the quarter-sectiou, 80 as to be 
equally advantageous ; but by some accident it 
was wholly located on. one 40-acre tract. Mor- 
gan comveyed to the railroad a strip of land 100 
fees wide through this track. He sub- 
sequently became the owner of the 
whole quarter-section, and laid u out 
into town blocks and lots, vaming the place 
Dwight. On the map a bexsgonal plot 200 feet 
wide was laid out for the depot, and marked 
„depot. Morgan was for several years after- 
wards Superintendent of the Chicago 4 Missie- 
siopi Road, but made no claim to any portion of 
this depot-land until, some time in 1862 or 1863, 
after the Mississippi Road bad been sold out to 
the Chicago & Alton Road under a mortgage, he 
abserted a claim to the 100 feet extra, or over 
and above the 100 feet granted in 1863 to the 
road, 
Tue question then arose, Had the laud been 
dedicated by Morgan tothe Company 80 as to 
debar him from asserting his title? The com- 
plainant, who is a grantes of Spencer's interest, 
filed a bill claiming that no deed had ever been 
given of this second 200 feet, and that, therefore, 
it remained in the original owners. 

Judge Blodgett, however, held that it had been 
dedicated to the railroad. He said that some 
time ago, the question having arisen, Judges 
Davis and Drummond were appointed referees 


to decide the maiter, and they held that the land 


had been relinquished by Morgan, though they 
evaded the decision of the question as to whom 
it bad been dedicated. Leoking at the evidence, 
bowever, in the present case, he thought it was 
very evident that Morgan intended to give it to 
the railroad company. On his first map be had 
laid out a plat 200 feet wide, and marked it de- 
pot,” thus indicating an intention that the rail- 
road should have it In a second map, 

200 feet were laid off and 
marked in colored ink as belonging 
tothe Company. Another circumstance to be 
considered was that Morgan was at the time a 
Superintendent of the road and in friendly rela- 
tion to it, so that if be intended to give the strip 
of laad to any one it must have been to the Com- 
patty. Then again he made no claim until the 
iand gad passed iuto the hands of another com- 
pany, yoars afterward. He should therefore 
order that the suit be dismissed, and a decree 
be entered in favor of the complainants in the

DUTIES OF A SHIPPER. 

Another case decided yesterday was that of 
McGraw, owner of the schooner Hubbard, va. C. 
H. Dyer. This was a libel to recover damages 
for the non-performauce of a contract to bring 
coal from Cleveland to Chicago. In 1872 Dyer 
chartered the Hubbard to bring a cargo of coal 
here. It seems that the vessel went to Cleve- 
land, and reported to Payne, Newton & Co., but 
were told that they would be obliged to await 
their turn until some other vessels. were loaded. 
The Master, however, declined to do thus, 
and, taking in a cargo of stone, returned. The 
owner then filed a libel for the difference in 
freight between carrying coal and stone, the 
damage to his schooner, and for demurrage. A

BIRDS MAY BE CLASSIFIED, 
very properly, into omnivorous,—-shose living on 
a variety of food; insettivurous,—those living 
entirely on insects; and granivorous, or those 
which make a large proporuon of their food to 
consist of grain and seeds. 

Of the first class, crows, blackbirds, jays, ori- 
oles, starlings, cedar-birde, and titmice, are 
among the principal families. These, as « rule, 
feed indiscriminately on berries, seeds, grain, 
and insects. 

Of insectivorons birds, those feeding almost 
exclusively on insects, woodpeckers, swaliows, 
nigut-hawks, ahrikes, bluebirds, fly-cacchers, 
creepers, the warblers (Sylvie). and wrens, are 
especially noteworthy. Few of these are burt- 
ful in any sense, and all of them are extremely 
beneficial, both to the farmer and borticultarist. 
A few of them take a ripe berry now and then, 
but never to such a degree as to cause them to 
be missed.

GRANIVOROUB BIRDS. 


These comprise the aceous tribes, in- 
eluding oar poultry-birds, grouse, partridges, 
quail, ete., grasheaks, tanagers, finches, and 
buptings. Many of them depredate severely 
upon the husbandman at times, aod then may 
very properly be killed. It must, however, 
alwa's be borve in mind that many of those 
classified as being pre-eminently grein-eaters, as 
grouse, quail, blackbirds, finches, etc., are also 
largely insect-eaters, and feed their young 
almost exciusively on insectivoroas lar vm. 

It must be remembered, also, that birds are the 
natura] enemies of insects; ; that, wese it not for 
birds, insect-life would soon increase to such an 
extent as to devour every green thing from the 
face of the earth ; that, even with their help, in- 
secta do so increase in certain successions of 
vrolifie seasons as to overrun and devastate 
large areas of countries,—locusts, chinch-bugs, 
Hessian-flies. and army-worms, notably cages | 
farmers ; and codling-mothbs, canker-worms, an 
eurculio, among fruit-growers ; that, in a state of 
nature, birds do hoid insect-life in suitable 


check; that, as a country settles up, birds are’ 


destroved to a considerable extent, while, 
through the syeteniatic cultivation of the earth, 
a large supply of imsect-food causes a corre- 
sponding increase of insects, and, for cogent 
reasons, without 4 corresponding increase of 
burds.—one reason being that no species of birds 
are the special foes of insects prevalent in par- 
ticular seasons; another being, that insect-prop- 

ation is 80 extremely prolific when the condi- 
do ns are suited thereto. Therefore, let us use

A DISCRETION IN KILLING THEM. 

Birds destructive to one class of cultivators 
may be beneficial to another, and vice versa. 
When they are taking more than their share, one 
class mag be killing them, while the other is pro- 
tecting; and, here again, thé natural law of self- 
‘preservation becomes apparent. In the northern 
portions of Illinois, robins, cat-birds, orioles, 
thrushes, etc., are not generally regarded as de- 
structive, but ‘rather as being beneficial; and for 
the reasous that the culture of fruit is not 
then the leading industry, and orcharde, at 
the time of ripevibg their truits. 
ae. in many instances, watched. In the 
truit-regious in the more southern portions of 
the State, these birds are justly regarded as be- 
ing the most inimical of the feathered erea- 
tion.

THE FOREIGN KNOW-NOTHINGS. 
Those who have supposed that there are 
limits to Aldermanic misconduct must be 
satisfied of their. error by the disreputable 
proceedings of Monday evening. The oc- 
casion was that of a regular Council meeting, 
and it was the duty of every Alderman to be 
present unless kept away by some valid ex- 
cuse, There was a special reason for full 
attendance last Monday, since it was known 
that the Mayor intended to nominate a City 
Marshal, and that the city is both without a 
Police Board and without a Marshal, to the 
great demoralization of the force and the 
detriment of the public interests. Yet this 


very exigency served as a provocation for 


sufficient Aldermen to remain away to pre- 
vent a session. A dozen of them gathered 
about the City-Hall, but refused to enter the 
Council Chamber until after there was an 
adjournment for lack of a quorum. The 
Council sent a committee of its own mem- 
bers to summon the absentees, but 
the recalcitrant Aldermen merely langhed at 
the Committee. They were not content with 
defeating a session, but they flaunted their 
disreputable conduct in the face of the public 
as a sortof defiance of public opinion. It 
was the most disgraceful exhibition of bum- 
merism we have ever known. 

The provocation for this deliberate viola- 
tion of all official duty only makes it the more 
disreputable. In his search for a proper man 
to fill the place of City Marshal, the Mayor 
selected a gentleman who happened to be 
American by birth. The Foreign Know- 
Nothings in the Council ascertained the May- 
or’s purpose to nominate one who happened 
to be an American-born citizen, and simply 
resolved that they would not receive the 
nomination: They had no reasonable ob- 
jection to urge against Mr. Duntap; for, 
if there had been, the Council might have 
met and refused fo confirm him. In that 
they would have exercised their lawful 
right and privilege. But, impertinent 
as this Foreign Know-Nothing combina- 
tion has become, it hardly yet dares to pro- 
claim formally that it will oppose every man 
for office who is unfortunate enough to have 
been born in the United States. But this is 
what their action Monday night meant, and 
what they will be bold enough to proclaim, 
unless the alienistic propensity shall receive 
a decided rebuke at the hands of the people. 

Is not this thing gone far enough? Ever 
since the combination of Irish and Germans 
two years ago, this alienistic sentiment has 
been gaining in boldness if not in actual 
strength. The city and county offices are 
almost monopolized by foreigners. The 
Police and Fire Departments count two for- 
eigners to one native-born. The Superintend- 
ent and Deputy and the Fire Marshal are all 
foreigners. The gossip of the City-Hall is 
full of brogues and accents. We have no 
objection to offer to all this se long as it was 
accidental or unpremeditated. We be- 
gan to object when the Foreign Know- 
Nothings refused to build «a Court 
House unless an “Irishman” and a Ger- 
man” were appointed as architects. We ob- 
ject still more now that the stand has been 
taken that no American shall be appointe4 
Marshal. It is past all endurance that Amer- 
ican nativity should become a political ban. 
Is this the idea of “Home Rule,” about 
which the Irish patriots are so fond of airing 
their eloquence ? 

This action is the more extraordinary be- 
cause the nomination of Mr. Doxtur was not 
equivalent to his appointment. His nomina- 
tion might have been referred to a committee 
for future report and action. Under the rules 


of the Council, even a minority could have 


delayed action. If, however, the objectors 
were a majority, they could have rejected the 
nomination. We admit that the Council is not 
obliged to confirm every person nominated by 
the Mayor. But this faction took no such 
action; they refused to enter the Council- 
room; they resorted to revolution, and re- 
fused to permit a meeting to be held, and in 


wantonly insulted the Mayor and the general 


public. 

We have no special interest in Mr. Cor vm 
or in Mr. Dom Ar. We don't know whether 
Mr. Duxzar will make a good City Marshal 
or not.

THE FULLERTON AVENUE CONDUIT JOB. 
It is hard to say when the tax-payers of 
Chicago will be certain that they are done 
paying out money for the benefit of Messrs. 
Norzss & Co., because these gentlemen failed 
to carry out their contract with the city. 
Having failed, there should have been an end 
of it, and Messrs. Nona & Co. should have 
been permitted to bear their own losses, as 
every other business firm does, or gone to the 
courts for redress if they had just claims. 
But the failure seems rather to have been a 
piece of good fortane, as the Council awarded 
and the Mayor approved the payment to 
them of nearly $54,000 in settlement. This 
certainly ought to have been the end of it, 
but the ordinance passed June 14 provided as 
follows : * 
Sxcrion 1. That upon the execution and delivery by 
Groner F. Noam & Oo. tothe City Comptroller of a 
sufficient release of all claim and demands of every 
nature and kind upon the City of Chicago, the Mayor 
and Comptroller are authorized aad directed to pay 
them the sum of fifty-three thousand four hundred 
and thirty dollars and fifty-six cents from the money 
appropriated for cleaning the North Branch of the 
Chicago River, and to draw their warrant on tbe 
Treasurer therefor; provided, however, that the ap- 
praised value of the plant of said G. F. Nozam & Oo. 
shall also be retained for them as hereinafter set forth. 
Sud. 2. Before the Board of Public Works shall ad- 


vertise fur proposals for finishing the Fullerton ave- 
nue conduit they shall cause the value of the ma- 
chinery, tools, cars, lumber, and other property 
belonging to Groner F. Naazw & Co., lately used by 
them in the prosecution of the work on said conduit, 
and commonly known as the plant, to be appraised as 
follows: Said Board shall select one appraiser, and G. 
F. Nonne & Oo. shall select one, and the two thus 
chosen, in case of a failure to agree, shall select a third, 
who shall certify the appratsement, with a list of the 
property appraised, to said Board of Public Works; 
and whenever said Board dhall let the remainder of 
said work, they shail insert in the advertisement for 
proposals therefor a condition that the successful 
bidder will be required to take said plant at the said 
appraised value, and shali msert in the eontract en- 
tered tinto by the succesaful bidder that the said bid 
der will take said plant at seid appraisal, and that the 
amount of the appraised value thereof shall be re- 
tained dy the City of Chicagp out of the first estimates 
on the work done, and paid over to said Gronda F. 
Nora & Co. and credited to said City af Chicago as 
so much paid te said subsequent contractor, or n- 
tractors, upon their estimates ; and the Comptroiler, 
upon the proper voucher of aid Board of Public Works, 
shall pen over such mongyso retained on account of 
eaid plant to said G. F. Nenne & Co., from time to 
time, until the wholes of saul appraised value shall be 


sufficient amount lo pay for said plant shall have been 
retained, 


The appraisal of the “plant,” it seems, 
concealed another opportunity for the con- 
tractors to get more money. This plant 
has been appraised at $24,587.95, which, in 
connection with the money paid them out- 
right, makes $78,018 which these contractors 
received because they forfeited their con- 
tract. The peculiar hardship of this last 
award is (1) that the plant has been ap- 
praised at a figure, it is said, far beyond its 
actual, salable value; and (2) that, as it must 
be paid out of the first estimates, no con- 
tractor can bid on the finishing of the work 
unless he has a cash capital of at least 
$30,000, unless, indeed, the bidder represents 
Messrs. Nonnm & Oo. 

There is a statement concerning the ap- 
praisal of this plant” which is highly dis- 
creditable to certain persons, if true. The 
ordinance provided that the Board of Public 
Works should appoint the appraiser on the 
port of the city. Now it is said that the 
Mayor went to the Board, and requested that 
a certain individual be appointed, and that 
this individual’ was subsequently appointed 
upon the request and recommendation of Mr.

This is a frank, honest, clear, and explicit 
interpretation of thé Ohio Democratic plat- 
form, carried to its logical conclusions, and 
of the results to which all of the inflation- 
ists, of whatever party, are intelligently or 
otherwise laboring. Since the days of Jomn 
Law there has been no such giant scheme of 
inflation, extravagance, and speculation, to 
be followed, as was Law’s scheme, by wide- 
spread ruin, repudiation, and prostration. 
Let us examine it in detail : 

1. Pay the 5.20 bonds in greenbacks. 
This will require an issue of some $1,200,- 
000,000 greenbacks. To this there are two 
objections, which may or may not have any 
force. Except the earliest issue of 5-20 
bonds, there is no portion of the bonded 
public debt which is open to any question as 
to the fact that it is to be paid principal and 
interest in coin. Of the earlier issues, con- 
cerning which this requirement was denied 
and contested, the great bulk has been re- 
deemed by the substitution of the 5 per cent 
bonds. Another objection is that the orig- 
inal contract with the public creditors was 
that that there should never be more than 
$400,000,000 of legal-tender notes outstand- 
ing. A third objection is that under the 
decision of the Supreme Court the making of 
paper notes a legal-tender was only legal in 
time of war, as an extreme measure of natural 
defense, and would be wholly illegal in time 
of peace. 

2 and 8. The abolition of the National 
Banks and of the National Bank ir- 
culation, and the substitution of green- 
backs therefor, the latter to be re- 
eeivable for duties on imports, as well as all 
other dues, is but a proper measure following 
the payment of the 5-20 bonds with green- 
backs. The only defect in the proposed 
scheme is that to pay the interest on the 5 
per cent bonds gold will be required, and to 
remedy this these bonds ought also to be paid 
off in greenbacks; in short, the whole na. 
tional debt should be reduced to the form of 
greenbacks, and bondholding be abolished 
and prohibited asa crime! Why should the 
Government pay one man interest on its debt 
and not pay the others? In the grand leveling 
that is to take place that there may be but 
one kind of money for all classes, an ãnterest- 
bearing bond will be wholly out of place. 

4. Having issued. greenbacks in sufficient 
quantity to pay off the whole bonded debt, 
it may not be necessary, but still it would be 
in perfect sympathy with the general scheme, 
to issue more greenbacks, from time to time, 
as the interests of the country may require. 
The interests of the country should not be 
permitted to suffer for the mere want of cur- 
rency. 

5 and 6. The abandonment of gold and sil- 
ver as currency, or as a basis thereof, is a 
natural sequence of a national currency, 
which is of itself made a legal standard of 
values. Herein we can have a practical veri- 
fication of the theory of the miodern school 
of financiers, that the gold eagle does not get 
its value as ten dollars because of the gold 
therein, but because of the Government 
stamp thereon, which reads: United States 
of America, Ten Dollars”; and that the same 
stamp pat on leather, tin, or paper, would 
give to the latter the same value. In 
this case, the United States, substituting 
paper for gold and silver, of necessity 
will correct the mistake by making the new 
issues promises to pay.” Money is not a 
promise to pay; itis payment. When the 
United States issue gold or silver coin, there 
is no promise, implied or expressed, to re- 
deem it. Money needs no redemption ; it is 
paid and redeemed at every transfer, and is 
so much property in the hands of the holder. 
So the new issue of greenbacks should be 
money, and not promises to pay; and should 
bear the same legend stamped on the gold 
coin, United States of America, One Dol- 
lar,” the value stamp changing with the de- 
nomination, lest some innocent person might 
pass a ten-dollar paper coin for one of less 
value. This paper money would need no re- 
demption. It would contain no promise to 
pay. It would be money coined by the 
United States, each piece of paper, like each 
piece of gold or silver, being stamp- 
ed by the Treasury with its le- 
gal value, All trouble and care as to 
how the ‘‘currency” was to be redeemed 
would be obviated; the Government would 
pay it out as money, as it does silver or gold 
coin, and that would be the end of it so far 
as the Government is concerned. It being a 
legal-tender, there would be an immediate 
payment of every debt, public and private ; 
and, as new debts would be payable in the 
same coin, there would be no néw debts con- 


received 


Italy still run in the veins of her modern 
children.. The investigation of the murder 
of Sonzoeno, the famous radical editor of 
Rome, has revealed a state of things for 
which it would be hard to find a parallel 
north of the Alps. 

Sonzocyo was the editor of I Capitals, a 
rabidly violent paper. He rose rapidly into 
prominence, partly on account of the excel- 
lent advertisement given him by the Pope, 
who excommunicated him, and tried to in- 
duce the Italian Government to suppress his 
journal. He was assassinated at his desk dur- 
ing the lastcarnival. Roman ecclesiastics did 
not fail to call attention to the fact that he 
was busy, when stabbed, in composing a vio- 
lent diatribe against Pio Nono. The ink 
was still wet on the paper when his blood 
spurted across the manuscript. The murder 
was not, however, as was loudly asserted, 
the work of religious fanaticism. Its insti- 
gator was a certain Luciani, a liberal poli- 
tician and a recent candidate for Parliament. 
This man was once a colleague of Sonzocno's, 
whose enmity he incurred by betraying his 
wife. Sonzocno knew some secret con- 
nected with Luctam1’s life, by which he had 
kept him in subjection. The latter, afraid 
that this secret would now be revegled, de- 
cided to put his quondam colleague out of 
the way. He hired two men to do it. The 
bargain was made for 6,000 francs. The con- 
tract was sublet, -however, on very advanta- 
geous terms. Tif two jobbers in blood worked 
an ignorant laborer named Farezza into a 
fury of patriotic hate against Somzoano by 
telling him that the latter was opposing 
Garn, and that a true Italian ought not 
to suffer such a traitor to Italian progress to 
live, * accordingly did the job for 
nothing. His two employers afterwards

ployers confessed. Then a man was found 
to whom Loctamt had applied fora loan of 
6,000 francs and from whom he had got two 
500-franc notes.

He denies 
everything, but not a link is wanting in the 
chain of circumstantial evidence that connects 
him with the crime. The question then 
came up, What was the secret which put 
Louctant in Sonzoano’s power? The former 
was the famous Rarazzr's private secretary. 
Ratazzt died suddenly and suspiciously. 
Was he poisoned? His body has been ex- 
humed. Loctant may have to swing for a 
double murder.

A SUPPOSED CASE. 

Mr. Lorenzo Rank, of Oswego, II., writes 
us a long letter, in which he states a financial 
problem based upon a supposititious case 
dating from the outbreak of the War. We 
will endeavor to restate it more briefly. He 
supposes that A and B each had $1,000 in 
gold in 1861. A loaned his money at 10 per 
cent interest and enlisted in the army. B 
hoarded his gold for three years in anticipa- 
tion of a draft, then converted it into green- 
backs when they had depreciated 50 per 
cent, in which he got $2, then invested the 
greenbacks in United States bonds, for one; 
and has since been drawing gold interest, and 
can now receive his principal in gold if he 
wants to sell his bonds. A has been drawing 
interest in greenbacks and will receive his 
principal in greenbacks. Mr. Raxx follows 
these two fictitious individuals through their 
various experience, and finds that B's $1,000 
in gold now. represents $3,518 in greenbacks, 
including principal and interest, or about 
$788 more than A’s $1,000 in gold ; and that 
it would take 525 days of A' labor at $1.50 
per day to make him equal to B, while they 
started out even fourteen years ago, and not- 
withstanding A served three years in the 
army and B stayed at home. 

Mr. Ranx’s dedaction from this state of 
suppositions is obvious. He thinks evidently 
that equal justice demands that B’s bonds 
shall be paid off in greenbacks as well as A's 
notes. We scarcely believe that an honest 
and intelligent examination of the hypothesis 
will justify any such conclusion. In the first 
place, he supposes a case that possibly never 
occurred, and certainly not one among ten 
thousand. The number of bonds is very 
small which are held now by the same per- 
sons who bought them thirteen years ago at 
50 per cent. In the next place, no consider. 
ation of law or justice demands that one man, 
whose investments have been better than 
another’s, shall make the difference good to 
the latter, or give away his surplus. Again, 
ifany injustice has been done to A, it was 
done when the greenbacks were made a legal- 
tender by act of Congress. This injustice 
has been universally held to have been sanc- 
tioned by the necessities of the War and the 
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whom they purchased at the price they gave; 
this system of equitable exchange would. have 
to extend all the way back through a long 
succession of buyers and sellers, until we 
reached the man (who is very likely dead 


and whole heirs cannot be found) who- 


originally bought from the Government. We 
think our correspondent will admit that this 
would be a somewhat difficult and compli- 
cated undertaking. The outstanding bonds 
are now largely held by incorporated 
bodies at home and by the people of 
Germany and Great Britain. Hundreds 
of millions of dollars are held by 
savings banks and private bankers as a 
security for their deposita. The National 
Banks own nearly $400,000,000, deposited in 
the United States Treasury as a security for 
the bank-notes they have issued. The insurance 
companies hold alarge quantity for the security 
of their policy-holders. The German people 
bought hundreds of ‘millions of the 5-20 
bonds at a time when it was extremely doubt- 
ful whether the United States Government 
would ever be in a condition to pay them or 
not, and bought them under the explicit con- 
tract that they should be paid in money, and 
not in other y. Shall these 
classes of pedple be betrayed, sold out, and 
swindled, because they ventured their money 
when other money-lenders were afraid? Are 
investors to be cheated now because it hap- 
pened that the Union was saved by their

To redeem them in “ greenbacks” would be 
to force the holders to exchange an interest- 
bearing note for a pon-interest-bearing note 
made by the same party! To continue 
greenbacks for an indefinite term of years as 
a legal-tender, and not to redeem them in 
money on demand as they call for, nor to 
fund them into interest bonds, will be a 
prima-facie evidence of impending bank- 
ruptey or of dishonorable repudiation: The 
plan which Mr. Ranx suggests as an equitable 
adjustment would, therefore, involve the 
American nation at once in dishonor and in- 
solvency. We should hear no more of it. 


THE FRENCH RELIEF FUND. 

Recent events in France suggest a very 
practical and meritorious plan for the dispo- 
sition of the French Relief Fund, which has 
been laying so long and accumulating inter- 
est in New York. This money, obtained 
from the sale of pictures painted by French 
artists, was forwarded to this country for the 
relief of suffering artists in Chicago after, the 
great fire, but by the time the money reached 
the New York Commission the object for 
which it was intended no longer existed. 
Our artists were no longer suffering. Those 
who could do so had gone away and set up 
their easels in other cities, and of those who 
remained some were able to support them- 
selves by work, and others had accumn- 
lated sufficient by their past labors 
to tide themselves over their difficulties. 
Hence the money has remained in New York 
unsppliec and, with the interest accumu- 
lations, has reached a very handsome sum,— 
tween $30,000 and $40,000. Since the

ANOTHER CHICAGO MOTOR, 

NEW APPLICATION OF OLD PRINCIPLES. 
John Ma:é2neon, residing at No. 273 North 
Market strect, has on exhibition there a rude 
machine, constructed entirely by his own hand, 
of wood, which is, as he claims, the model of 
an engine to be run by anew motive power, of 
which he is the discoverer. A bare outline of 
the principle is this: A lever, worked by one 
man, turns a wheel. The revolution of this 


wheel sets in motion a series of compound 
levers, varying in number from six to 
twenty. The long arms of these levers 
are worked by a combination ef cogged 
wheels and cogged bars, which combination 
is, eccordiag to Mr. Martenson's statement, the 
chief principle in his discovery, and is not yet to 
be made public. The short arms: play success- 
ively into the cogs of a wheel which drives the 
engine’ This last wheel is thus pried around its 
centre instead of bemg tarned bya beit in the 
ordinary way. Thirty motions of the lever in 
the maa's hand are to turn this last wheel 1. 700 
mes in One minute, aud Dut one man is needed 
to run an engine, no matter what its horse power 
may be. No steam, water, fire, or air is used. 
The inventor believes that an engine 4 feet long, 
3 feet wide. aad 2 feet high would drive a street- 
car at @ high rate of speed, and that a corre- 
spondingly larger one would propel an ocean 
steamship or draw a train of cars. 

Mr. Martenson is very eutbusiastic over his 
discovery, upon which has labored for six 
years. He is foreman in the composing-room of 
tbe Swedish-American newspaper, and, as his 
family are dependent upon him for su he 
bas been restricted during these sears to a few 
hours each evening for application to his inven- 
tion. He is extremely desirous that some pub- 
ho-spirited gentlemen should furnish him with 
the means of sub-istence for a few mnths, and 
thus allow him to devote gay and night to the 
working out of his idea. He feels positive that 
in a half-year’s uninterrupted time he could 
make an engine which would run a horse-ear 
through our streets, and thus demonstrate the 
practicability aod the extraordiuary economy of 
his new power. 

An sstronomer, whose name Mr. Martenson 
could not remember, and who waa, he thinks. 
connected with the Chicago University, called 
early in 1871 to see the engine, of which he had 
heard rumors, strongly urged the inventor to 
persevere, as he had a good thing, and promised 
him support. At the time of the fire, however, 
be lost tiace of his patrom, and has not since 
heard from him. As bas been already stated, 
his engine is on exbibdition at his residence to 
any who may be interested in it.
